GAMBLING AS A 
TRADE. 


Syndicate Goes on 
Strike. 


GOVERNMENT TAX. 


: Nice,’ November 28. 

The famed Greek gambling syn- 
dicate. is still a hold-out, maintain- 
ing Its refusal to sit around the 
baccarat tables until the Govern- 
ment cuts the gambling tax, which 
the’ syndicate insists cuts’ down its, 
chances of winning to a paltry 
three‘ per cent. . 

When the Frank Jay Gould casino 
reopened its doors, a new comer, 
Amletto Battisti, was seen altting 
at the big table in the role of bank- 
er, Battisti has taken up. the 
gauntlet and challenged the Greeks 
to gambling supremacy along the 
Riviera gold coast. 

With Cannes and. Juan-les-Pins 
casinos to open at the end of 
November, the question of who Ia to 
hold the baccarat banks has grown 
acute, Baccarat is that sort of a 
game that someone muat play bank- 
er and {t is hard to find ambitious 
gamblers with the necessary -million 
dollars to be put up with the casino 
at the start of play. 

“Banking in baccarat is like bank. 
ing in business, you take a chance 
and are satisfied with a amall per- 
centage,” M. Battisti explained to- 
day. 

“To be banker in baccarat, you 
must be prepared to take large 
losses, but the longer you play the 
more chance you have of winning. 
The players bet they can beat the . 
banker. and the banker believes he 
can beat tho players. It is a 
pleasant rivalry and business pro- 
position on both sides. 


: «Like Banking? 

“Baccarat appeals as a game of 
chance to'the player because he 
feels that he has a voice in the mat- 
ter as he doas not have at 30-40 or 
roulette where an ivory ball that 
the other fellow spins decides the 
matter. In baccarat you have to 
be a mathematician to now when 
to draw and when not to draw 
cards. ; 

“When' baccarat is played in a 
French casino, a French govern- 
ment inspector is always present, 
so the game must be considered one 
of even chances. However, luck 
must.be considered, also coolness 
and judgment as in bridge.  - 

“It is generally admitted that the 
banker may have from one to soven 
and a half per cent. in his favour, 
if he possesses the necessary skill 
and calm, and enough money to 
tide over temporary heavy losses, 

Increased Tax. 

“But the government this winter 
take from two to four per ‘cent. 
taxes, 80 this. cuta the seven and a 
half per cent. perceptibly. Until 
last year, when a banker held the 
bank against the table he pald 
merely a forfeit tax of 8,000 francs 
for the show of slx decks of cards. 

“Now on top of this tax there is 
a flat two per cent. tax on tho 
banker’s .deposit, which may be up 
to a million francs, At the begin- 
ning of each subsequent deal, two 
per cent. tax is levied again. ' Play 
is Nmited to the dealing of three 
‘shows befofe and three after din- 
ner, ‘Thia materially reduces the 
advantage of the ‘banker whosa - 
greatest hope fs that the longer ho 
ie the surer he is of winning.” 
Before becoming a banker, M. 
in some of the. 
famous baccarat duels of history. 
In Biarritz in August 1929, he ° 
was at one time 22,000,000 francs 
behind, but caught yp, and in the 
Gould casing here, ‘Isat Winter, 
dropped 7,000,000 francs to a New . 
York woman before ‘midnight and’ . 
took it all’ back after midnight— _

The new headquarters of the 
Straits Merchant. Service Guild at 
Raffles Quay, “Singapore, -which 
os opened by Capt. G. Frey- 
berg, Master Attendant, recently, 
[form “an addition to what is 
irapidly becoming a block of in- 
|stitutional building on that site, 
Already the Institute of Engin- 
cers’ Club and the Y.W.C.A. head- 
quarters are elected there, says 
the Free Press, 

Situated overlooking the sea 
and yet almost in the centre of 
the town these new Guild head- 
quarters, erected on’ the site of 
the old Literage Offices, are ad- 
mirably and most conveniently 
placed for.the benefit of members 
enjoying shore leave and are ex- 
tremely comfortable. 

The building! cost" roughly 
$40,000 and is as handsome as its 
neighbours. The skeleton con- 
struction is of reinforced cun- 
crete with covering brickwork 
and the external finish is of 
special plaster to imitate stone. 
The enrichments, such _as the 
carvings, are of precast special 
stone matching the other work. 

One storeyed, the “building 
boasts two main rooms, both of 
which are about: 47 feet x 27 feet.

THE WORCESTER. 


AN 18TH: CENTURY 
TRAGEDY, 


Reviewing new ww Hight on the Mys- 
terlougs Tragedy of the Worcester, 
1704-1705, (An Episode in the Long 
Struggle between England and 
Scotland for Union as Great Bri- 
tain, 1603-1707, with a solution of 
the mystety offered by Liautenant- 
Colonel Sir Richard Carnac Temple, 
Bt.,.C.B. from the papers of her 
English charter, Thomas Bowrey, 
discovered in 1918 by John Hum- 
phreys, and now in.the possession 
of — Lieutenant-Colonel Henry 
Howard) The Times says: 

From the long-lost papers of 
Thomas Bowrey, and by careful 
examination of othor sources of {ne 
formation, Sir Richard ‘Temple has 
been able to establish the innocence 
of the unfortunate Captain Green 
and the crew of the East Indiaman 
Wereerter. Captain Green, his 
chief mate Madder, and the gunner 
Simpson were hanged. at Leith for 
murder and piracy in 1705, 

Thomas Bowrcy, the ‘principal. 
charterer of the Worcester, was a 
London merchant with wide inter- 
ests who kept careful journals and 
uccounts of all his mercantile pro- 
ceedings. From these it is plain 
‘that the Worcester was chartered 
for a puroly trading voyage to In- 
cin, Sho was. a “separate 
stock ship”—that is, she belonged 
to private traders, not to the East 
India Company. She left the 
Downs in. March, 1702, and return- 
ed with a full cargo and actually 
with an official letter from the East 
India Company’s factory at Cal- 
cutta to Leadenhall Street. This.in 
itself waa a certificate of good be- 
haviour, for though private trade 
with the East had been made law- 
ful it was regarded with disfavour 
by the Company, To avoid French 
privateers In the Channel she went 
north about and anchored in Leith 
roads on July 81, 1704, intending to 
wait for convoy. to an ‘Bnglich port. 
It was an unfortunate move: 

Since the Restoration Scottish 
trade had been greatly hurt by the 
English Navigation Act. All the 
hopes and most of the. nation’s 
money had lain in the Africa ‘Com- 
pany's iH-managed Darion expedi- 
Its failure, which had touch- 
ed every pocket in Scotland, was 
laid at the doors of England. In 
‘1704 had come a final and intoler- 
uble aggravation: thé. Annandale, 
the ship'in which the last hopes of 
the Company lay, had been seized 
in.the Downs at the instance of the 
East India Company... Her cap- 
tain had transgressed: the: Com- 
pany’s righta by recruiting English 
tallors, The English Company's 
cage was good. in-law and {t showed 
no mercy. 

Scottish anger was + boundless, 
and when the Worcester sailed in- 
rocently into the Forth she offered 
what seemed a Heaven-sent oppor- 
tunity‘ for restitution and revenge. 
She. was seized {n reprisal by the 
Africa Company's secretary, Rode- 
rick: Mackenzie. -Had.:she been 
an East India. Company’s ship her 
seizure might -have been justified 
vending negotlations, but since she 
was a private ship and-had’ broken 
.no'law in Scotland, no legal grounds 
tor detaining her remained. Never- 
theless, . she was’ held, and exag- 
perated reports of the value’ of her |:

Captain R. ¢ G. Latta’s 
Appointment. 


It is announced that Captain 
R. G. Latta has been appointed to 
the command of the new 42,600- 
ton Canadian Pacific liner 
Empress of Britain, now complet- 
ing at Clydebank. It was general- 
ly anticipated that Captain Latta 
would have the new ship, ‘not 
only because he has a claim by 
virtue of seniority, but also be- 
cause he has recently been stand- 
ing by the ship in the yard to 
supervise her completion. © 

He is what might be described 
as a general service seaman, and 
a seaman to his finger-tips. Born). 
in 1878, he went to sea first at 
the age of 13, his first ship being 
the sailmg vessel Arden Craig, 
and his first voyage a six-month 
passage from South Shields to 
San Francisco. After that he had 
very varied experience before he 
got his ticket, and afterwards in 
ships of all types before he 
settled down in .the Canadian 
Pacific towards the end of 1904, 
his first billet being as fourth 
officer of the old Montezuma, The 
following year he was employed 
in a similar capacity in the Mon- 
treal and a year later as third 
officer of the Mount Royal, and 
‘subsequently in the Lake Erie. 
After working in the Montrose in 
October, 1909, he joined as second 
officer the’ vessel in which -he re- 
ceived his Canadian Pacific chris- 
tening only. five years before. 

In April, 1915, he was promoted 
chief officer of this vessel, and 
afterwards he became in succes- 
sion chief of the Milwaukee, 
Missanabie. and Metagama, to 
which ship he was appointed com- 
mander from July 26, 1917. 
After the Armistice he was for a 
time. marine superintendent at 
Antwerp. He has: commanded 
the Monmouth, and in: turn the 
Sicilian, Grampian, Scandinavian, 
Montroyal, Empress of Scotland 
and until recently the Empress 
of Australia, 

Other Changes. 

The last-named ship goes to 
Captain E. Griffiths, who had the 
Impress. of, France for many 
years. He was born in 1874 and 
had his first-sea experience in the 
wonderful little schooners | that 
used to sail out of Port Madoc,

SLUMP IN SILVER. 


According to Mr. 
Chairman of the United States 
Sub-Committee which is investi- 
gating the causes of the decline 
of Chinese and ‘American trade, 
the British policy of selling silver 
in a depressed market was the 
major cause of the world’s trade 
depression. ‘This is exactly what

CHANGE IN LAWS? 
Paris, Dec. 3. 

Worried by reports such‘as that 
of the Rev. Cusley that 1,000 Hve 
persons are buried every year in 
Britaln and Dr. Hartmann, of Ger- 
many, who contends that one per- 
son of ‘every 600 buried. is really 
alive, the French Chamber of ,De- 
puties Is to-day giving serious con- 
sideration to a project for making 
scientific determination of death 
obligatory before burial. 

‘The Chamber has no idea of how 
death can be guaranteed, but there 
are some deputies who favour a 
“coup de grace," such as the injec- 
tion of a few drops of deadly poi- 
son which will not hurt a dead 
person, but would bring death to 
one who was really only “apparent- 
ly dead, 

For-some years, deputies have 
been trying to force such a measure 
through Parliament, and several 
projects are gathering dust in the 
files. M.-Arsene Fie introduced 
tho project which the Chamber is 
studying to-day, whereby - all the 
old projects must be dusted off and 
atudied. : 

Apparent Death. 

M. Fie arytes that thousands of 
Frenchmen grow grey prematurely 
from worrying over the possibility 
of being buried alive. He leted 
a string of . 20 causes of death 
which might put the victim in‘a 
state of apparent death, although 
life was not extinct. 

Among them he named epilepsy, 
anemia due to an abuhdant hemorr- 
hage, .commotion due. to fright, 
lethargy duc to alcohol or sleeping 
sickness, asphyxiation due to 
strangulation, submersion or toxic

ness, 

.M. Fle recited hundreds of cases 
where persons believed to be dead, 
roge in their coffins, Some of them 
were then, in turn, actually fright- 
ened to death.
